OFFICIALS  CHARGED  WITH  THE  ENFORCEMENT  OF  FOOD  LAWS 
IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND  CANADA. 


The  widespread  interest  in  food  legislation  during  the  last  few  years  has  led  to  the 
recent  enactment  of  laws  in  a  number  of  States  where  such  legislation  had  not  pre- 
viously existed,  and  to  the  enforcement  in  other  States  of  earlier  legislation  for  which 
no  appropriations  had  previously  been  made.  As  a  result  an  increasingly  large  num- 
ber of  inquiries  are  received  for  the  addresses  of  officials  charged  with  the  enforcement 
of  the  laws  in  different  States,  and  the  names  of  chemists  and  other  officers  engaged 
in  various  capacities  in  the  same  work.  It  is  to  meet  this  want  that  the  present  circular 
is  issued. 

At  the  present  time  a  serious  attempt  is  made  in  twenty  States  and  Territories  of 
the  United  States  to  enforce  more  or  less  extensive  regulations  relating  to  the  purity  and 
wholesomeness  of  food.  In  twelve  of  these  States  such  legislation  has  been  enacted 
within  the  last  five  years.  In  still  other  States  legislation  has  been  enacted  which, 
it  is  believed,  will  be  enforced  in.  the  near  future,  but  for  which  no  appropriations 
have  yet  been  made. 

The  information  in  the  succeeding  pages  was  obtained  from  replies  to  a  circular 
letter  sent  to  the  authorities  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  in  the  several 
States.  If  this  information  is  incomplete  or  in  any  respect  erroneous  corrections  are 
requested  from  any  who  notice  such  defects,  in  order  that  future  editions  may  be  free 
from  such  inaccuracies. 

Acknowledgment  of  data  furnished  for  the  compilation  of  this  circular  is  made  to 
Dr.  T.  S.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  game  preservation,  Division  of  Biological  Survey, 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture;  to  Mr.  Theodore  L.  Cole,  Washington, 
D.  C. ;  and  to  the  food  commissioners  of  the  various  States. 


The  United  States  laws  relating  to  the  food  supply  are  enforced  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Treasury  Department. 
Appointments  of  officials  for  this  service  are  made  from  an  eligible 
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list  established  upon  examination  by  the  United  States  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  are  permanent,  with  the  exception  of  the  scientific 
aids  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  whose  term  is  limited  to  two 
years.  These  laws  are  enforced  in  the  several  bureaus  of  the  two 
departments  as  follows: 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 
Bureau  of  Chemistry,  Division  of  Foods  and  the  Dairy  Laboratory. 

The  provisions  of  law  under  which  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  is  now 
working  along  these  lines  are  the  law  of  July  1,  1902,  forbidding  the 
misbranding  of  foods  as  to  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  they  are 
manufactured,  and  those  sections  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
appropriation  act  of  April  23, 1904,  which  define  the  control  of  imported 
and  exported  foods,  the  investigation  of  adulterations,  the  establish- 
ment of  food  standards,  etc.    The  law  of  1902  is  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  a  false  branding  or  marking  of  food  and  dairy  products  as  to  the  State  or  Terri- 
tory in  which  they  are  made  or  produced. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  no  person  or  persons,  company  or  corporation,  shall 
introduce  into  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
from  any  other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  sell  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  in  any  Territory  any  dairy  or  food  products 
which  shall  be  falsely  labeled  or  branded  as  to  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  they 
are  made,  produced,  or  grown,  or  cause  or  procure  the  same  to  be  done  by  others. 

Sec  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  either  in 
person  or  through  another,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than  two  thousand  dollars;  and  that 
the  jurisdiction  for  the  prosecution  of  said  misdemeanor  shall  be  within  the  district 
of  the  United  States  court  in  which  it  is  committed. 

The  sections  of  the  appropriation  act  of  April  23,  1904,  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

*  *  ■*  *•  -  * 

To  investigate  the  adulteration  of  foods,  condiments,  beverages,  and  drugs,  when 
deemed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  advisable,  and  to  publish  the  results  of  such 
investigations  when  thought  advisable,  and  also  the  effect  of  cold  storage  upon  the 
healthfulness  of  foods. 

To  investigate  the  adulteration,  false  labeling,  or  false  branding  of  foods,  drugs, 
beverages,  condiments,  and  ingredients  of  such  articles,  when  deemed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  advisable;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  whenever  he  has 
reason  to  believe  that  such  articles  are  being  imported  from  foreign  countries  which 
are  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  which  shall  be 
falsely  labeled  or  branded  either  as  to  their  contents  or  as  to  the  place  of  their  manu- 
facture or  production,  shall  make  a  request  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for 
samples  from  original  packages  of  such  articles  for  inspection  and  analysis,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  open  such  original  packages  and 
deliver  specimens  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  giving 
notice  to  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  articles,  who  may  be  present  and  have  the 
right  to  introduce  testimony;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  refuse  delivery 
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to  the  consignee  of  any  such  goods  which  the  Secretary  of  Agricult  ure  reports  to  him 
have  been  inspected  and  analyzed  and  found  to  be  dangerous  to  health,  or  falsely 
labeled  or  branded,  either  an  to  their  contents  or  as  to  the  place  of  their  manufacture 
or  production,  or  which  are  forbidden  entry  or  to  be  sold,  or  are  restricted  in  sale  in 
the  countries  in  which  they  are  made  or  from  which  they  are  exported.    *    *  * 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  the  character  of  food  pre- 
servatives, coloring  matters,  and  other  substances  added  to  foods,  to  determine  their 
relation  to  digestion  and  health,  and  to  establish  the  principles  which  should  guide 
their  use;  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  the  character  of  the 
chemical  and  physical  tests  which  are  applied  to  American  food  products  in  foreign 
countries,  and  to  inspect  before  shipment,  when  desired  by  the  shippers  or  owners 
of  these  food  products,  American  food  products  intended  for  countries  where  chem- 
ical and  physical  tests  are  required  before  said  food  products  are  allowed  to  be  sold 
in  the  countries  mentioned,  and  for  all  necessary  expenses  connected  with  such 
inspection  and  studies  of  methods  of  analysis  in  foreign  countries;  to  enable  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture,  in  collaboration  with  the  Association  of  Official  Agricultural 
Chemists,  and  such  other  experts  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to  establish  standards 
of  purity  for  food  products  and  to  determine  what  are  regarded  as  adulterations 
therein,  for  the  guidance  of  the  officials  of  the  various  States  and  of  the  courts  of 
justice. 

To  investigate,  in  collaboration  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  the  chem- 
istry of  dairy  products  and  of  adulterants  used  therein,  and  of  the  adulterated  prod- 
ucts; to  determine  the  composition  of  process,  renovated,  or  adulterated  and  other 
treated  butters,  and  other  chemical  studies  relating  to  dairy  products,  and  to  make 
all  analyses  of  samples  required  for  the  execution  of  the  law  regulating  the  manu- 
facture of  process,  renovated,  or  adulterated  butters.    *    *  *

Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

The  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  I  dustry  is  carried  on  under  the 
act  approved  August  30,  1890,  providing  for  an  inspection  of  meats 
for  exportation,  etc. ;  the  act  approved  March  3,  1891,  providing  for 
the  inspection  of  live  cattle,  hogs,  and  the  carcasses  and  products 
thereof,  which  are  for  export  to  foreign  countries,  and  of  cattle,  sheep, 
and  hogs  which  are  the  subjects  of  interstate  commerce,  etc.,  as 
amended  by  the  appropriation  act  approved  March  2, 1895,  and  under 
further  provisions  of  the  act  approved  May  9,  1902,  specifying  that 
4*  all  parts  of  an  act  providing  for  an  inspection  of  meats  for  exporta- 
tion *  *  *  which  are  applicable  to  the  subjects  and  purposes 
described  in  this  section  [section  5]  shall  apply  to  process  or  renovated 
butter;"  and  under  the  several  appropriation  acts  which  authorize  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  construe  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
March  3,  1891,  as  amended  March  2,  1895,  "to  include  dairy  products 
intended  for  exportation  to  any  foreign  country,"  etc.
